ditional supplies, as they understand 
that the 2-centavo denomination is 
only available in Manila in straight- 
edged condition. As yet it has been 
impossible to verify some printed com- 
ments to the effect that the complete 
issue has been exhausted in Manila.

A Few Minutes with the Editor 


First Day Covers 


It would appear to us that the 
principal object of a first day cover! 
would be to have the stamp used on a! 
cover and with a clearly struck post- 
mark, all of which provides a visible 
record of the actual day and date of: 
issue of the stamp. 

We can think of nothing else that, 
is necessary to make a first day cover! 
complete. However, there are other 
things of importance and interest that 
will add to a first day cover and 
perhaps the chief of these is to have; 
the cover prepared carefully, neatly' 
addressed, the stamp placed in proper! 
position which we would say should 
be about a quarter inch from the: 
upper right corner of the envelope. 

The envelope to be used should,’ 
in all cases, be of the standard size 
commercial envelope which is referred 
to as a 634 size envelope. This en-! 
velope measures 6% inches long by 
354 inches high and is the size that 
is most preferred by discriminating 
collectors. To use any other size 
will make your covers less desired 
by the collector who is appreciative 
of first day covers. 

It has become the custom also to 
use covers which have some sort of 
a “cachet” applied to them. A cachet 
is nothing more than a “mark” which 
may be a picture, an appropriate 
wording or a combination of picture

The 
cachet or mark on the cover has no 
other importance, yet it has been the 
custom in marking covers to mark 
them with pictures or wording re- 
lating to the particular event for 
which the stamp on the cover has 
been issued. 

It is needless to state that in 
selecting a cover, much more satis- 
faction will be had by picking one 
that is well done both as to illustration 
and printing.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
American Cathedrals On The Stamps 
By Harry M. Savacol 
CHAPTER XVI 


(Continued from last week) 


‘Travellers report that most of the worshipers are 
women and that few men are to be seen. While 
the stamps bearing the picture come from a time when 
the art of stamp printing was not what it is today, the 
picture is one that shows the size and exterior beauty of 
the building to good advantage. 

The Cathedral of Leon in Nicaragua does not show 
to good advantage on the stamp issue of 1914 when it 
was used on six values (No. 351, 353, 355, 356, 358, 
360). In fact it could hardly show very well for it is 
a low building with two low, squat towers. It was built 
low to withstand earthquake shocks and it has done so 
successfully for three hundred years. A special attrac- 
tion for Spanish speaking people in this Cathedral is 
the tomb of Ruben Daria, a writer beloved by all who 
speak Spanish. A very unusual feature is the wall 
decoration. There are fifteen large canvases executed 
by a local painter, Antonio Savia. They are daringly 
executed in the most radically modern manner and are 
unusual to say the least. This same design was used 
on other stamps, with and without surcharges, in 
practically every year from 1914 to 1935. 

Argentina gave the Cathedral of Buenos Aires a place 
on her Eucharistic Congress Stamps of 1934. This was 
very appropriate since many of the ceremonies of the 
Congress were held in the Cathedral. It was built in 
1791 on the site of an earlier church dating from 1580. 
The stamp is 15c value in dark blue and bears a very 
good picture of the front of the Cathedral. The front 
is a long porch supported by columns with the low 
dome in back. In reality it looks more like an American 
County Court House than a church. It has, however, a 
beautiful interior and contains the fine tomb of the 
South American hero, Gen. San Martin. 


In 1933 the Cathedral of La Plata was used on the 
20c value of the Argentine issue in commemoration 
of the 50th anniversary of the founding of the City 
of La Plata (No. 412). This Cathedral is relatively 
new and is still in the process of construction. The 
stamp shows a good picture of the completed portion. 

Cuba has also placed her National Cathedral on the 
stamps. In 1928 the 50c value of the Pan-American 
Conference issue bore a picture of Havana Cathedral 
flanked on the left by a map of North America and 
on the right by a map of South America (No. 296). 
This Cathedral is often called the “Columbus Cathe- 
dral” because his bones were supposed to have rested 
there from 1795 to 1898. However, this question of 
the resting place of the bones of Columbus has become 
so confused that no one knows where they were or are. 
It is claimed by some that the bones of which Havana 
Cathedral boasted were in reality those of his son.Diego 
Columbus. 

Guatemala in 1902, 1908, and 1912 placed a picture 
of the National Cathedral on her stamps (No. 119, 
134, 147). While this Cathedral cannot boast of any 
great antiquity it is a beautiful. building in the best 


modern style of architecture. Some of our authorities 
felt that it was a little too gaudy and elaborate. 

The City of Asuncion, capital of Paraguay, is a very 
old city. While it has less than 50,000 inhabitants 
and very few two-story buildings it is rich in beautiful 
scenery, trees, and rivers. “Towering over its low 
houses is the Cathedral. Perhaps because it is relatively 
new, being dedicated as late as 1845, Paraguay did 
not give it a place on her stamps until 1929. In that 
year it was used on the 1.90p airmail (No. +18, 419), 
The picture gives a good idea of its imposing but 
rather peculiar looking front. An airplane is shown 
flying low over the Cathedral. 

Montevideo, Capital of Uruguay, is a splendid city; 
one of the cleanest in South America. There are 
many fine buildings of which the Cathedral is not 
least in beauty and grandeur. It faces the city plaza. 
There are two towers at the front and a dome back 
of them. The three arched entrances are of equal size. 
The building of the Cathedral was begun in 1803 and 
was not completed until 1905. ‘This Cathedral has 
found a place on the stamps twice; both times before 
it was entirely completed. In 1895-96 it was used 
on a large stamp of 3p value in carmine and rose 
(No. 112). A glance at the catalog price will show 
why it is not found in many collections. Fortunately 
for the average collector, however, the same design 
was again used in 1897 on the 3p value in lilac and 
carmine (No. 129) and this is much cheaper. 

Roman Catholics are few and scattered in Honduras. 
In fact the Cathedral at Tegucigalpa is only the seat 
of a Vicariate Apostolic and most of the Catholic work 
is missionary in character. For this reason the Cathe- 
dral is of no great importance and it is only used once 
on a stamp and that the 20c official of 1929 (No. 
641). 

Spanish Town was until 1870 the capital of the 
British Colony of Jamaica. Since then it has declined 
in importance and has only about 10,000 population. 
The Cathedral, however, is important because it is 
said to be the oldest Cathedral in the British Colonies. 
It has been recently restored and with its red brick 
walls and one tower of medium height it takes on an 
imposing aspect due to its rather insignificant sur- 
roundings. Every other cathedfal treated in this chap- 
ter is Roman Catholic. This alone, while once Catholic 
is now under Anglican control. The government of 
Jamaica placed a very good picture of this Cathedral 
on its 4p value of the issue of 1919-21 (No. 81). 

In 1915 as part of the observance of the Panama 
Exposition, and again in 1919 in commemoration of 
the 400th anniversary of the founding of Panama, the 
Republic of Panama used a picture of the Ruins of 
the Cathedral of Old Panama on the stamps (No. 
207, 217). All that remains of this once important 
Cathedral, after the ravages of time, jungle, and earth- 
quakes, is a little ruined brickwork, grown over with 
vines and shrubs. 

It is sad that in the United States our mutual 
religious jealousies leave our stamps without a single 
place of Christian Worship shown on them. Could 


not our Christian Brotherhood allow a stamp bearing 
the Chapel at Valley Forge, the National Cathedral 
at Washington, or some other church, no matter of 
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what particular denomination, connected with our 
early history? Or why not three stamps, one bearing 
a Catholic Cathedral, another an Episcopal Cathedral. 
The ones to be
